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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in reply to an amendment filed on January 7, 2005. Claims 1, 6 and 
11 have been amended, claims 5, 10 and 15 have been cancelled. Claims 1-4, 6-9 and 11-14 
are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1-4, 6-9 and 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Durham US Patent 6,330,566 B1. 

4. As per claims 1, 6 and 1 1 , Durham teaches a method for enabling an e-commerce web 
site to manage user information for both site user and regular web site users (see abstract), the 
method comprising the steps of: 

providing a site server comprising a membership directory component with directory 
information stored thereon (i.e., local client database) including preferences, roles and details 
identifying the users, wherein the details of the users include a user name and legal name 
[column 3, lines 5-21, 43-53 and lines 65 - column 4, lines 1]; 

providing a database separate from the membership director component of the site 
server (i.e., server database), the database having table information stored in a plurality of 
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database tables, including preferences, roles, and details identifying the user, wherein the 
details of the users include a user name and legal name [column 3, lines 50 - column 4 line 1]; 

authenticating identity of one of the users with an active server page, for determining 
whether the user is a site server user or a regular web site user [column 3, lines 30-41 and 
column 7, lines 35-49]; 

providing a single interface framework of components which provides user information 
access by both site server users and regular web site users [figures 6 and 7, column 15, lines 
10-22]; 

allowing site server users to view and change the information identifying the user that is 
stored on the membership directory component of the site server [column 16, lines 14-38]; 

allowing regular server users to view and change the information identifying the user that 
is stored on the plurality of database tables in the database [column 15, line 46 - column 16 line 
7, and column 16, lines 15-38]. 

5. As per claims 2, 7 and 12, Durham teaches the method as applied above. Furthermore, 
Durham teaches the method wherein the user is authenticated by at least one of verifying a user 
name and a password, a secure socket layer certificate and a login form [column 3, lines 30-41]. 

6. As per claims 3, 8 and 13, Durham teaches the method as applied above. Furthermore, 
Durham teaches the method wherein the preferences relating to the users include a currency in 
which monetary values are displayed and a language in which text is displayed (for example 
stocks) [column 4, lines 5-12]. 
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7. As per claims 4, 9 and 14, Durham teaches the method as applied above. Furthermore, 
Durham teaches the method wherein the roles relating to the users include a customer, a 
manager and an employee [column 9, lines 53-65]. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 6 and 1 1 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
